Many Do Not Understand the Church and the Importance | that all tobacco users would 


of Her Mission in the World. 


A few weeks ago an article 
appeared on the front page of 
the Evangel under the above 
title. Init the writer emp- 
hasized the subject of divine 
healing ard his analogy made 
it appear that those who use 
medicifie are not loyal to 
Christ because He has arrang- 
ed other means of cures from 
diseases. 


The argument was so for- 
cible, and penetrated so deep 
that it seemed a little too 
much for some dear honest 
sincere souls, so they felt it 
their duty to respond by per- 
sonal letters. There is no ob- 
jection to this, and really it 1s 
a pleasure to know that what 
is sent out is effective in some 
way. We always did like to 
know there was “something 
doing.” 

But there were not only 
letters of criticisms which 
gave the writer much plea- 
sure and real joy, but also let- 
ters of approval, telling how 
the readers had both laughed 
and cried while reading, and 
God had showered Hisbless- 
ings upon them as the Spirit 
witnessed to the the truthtul- 
ness of the Strongest state- 
ments. Such as these are 
begging for more of the same 
strong meat, while others are 
crying for milk, diluted with 
a little medicine to give it a 
nice tlavor and make it taste 
right good. 


Now the question arises, 
which of these classes shall 
we submit to? The article 
was probably read by twen- 
ty-five-thousand people, and 


no boubt many of them were 


affected more or less in some 
way. But what shall we do? 
It is our desire to serve the 
people and bea blessing, and 
to make the paper a blessing 
to all of its readers. After 
carefully studying over the 
matter we conclude we have 
only one thing to do, Be loy- 
alto Christ! The letters of 
approval gives us__ strength 





and courage to persue the 
same course, while those of 
disapproval and criticism 
cause us to set up stronger 
fortifications and push into the 
battle with increased fervor 
and energy. There is not the 
slightest tendency to weaken 
and compromise. 

Divine healing is nor the 
only point of doctrine that 
comes to us through the sac- 
red Word. There are other 
points of equal importance, 
but as this theme has been so 
neglected it is necessary to 
have it brought to notice and 
made more prominent. But 
those who teach divine heal- 
ing should also practice it, for 
if they teach it and then re- 
sort to medical treatment 
when they get sick, they prove 
themsevles disloyal and ,are 
of the class that Jesus named 
“hypocrites***”’ for they say, 
and do not.” 

We have _ heard of some 
that are advocating the tith- 
ing system, but they them- 
selves do not pay tithes. Oth- 
ers who teach that people 
should be loyal toChrist onall 


Jlines, sometimes themselves 


fail to prove their fidelty to 
Him in diffierent ways. They 
sometimes say they are loy- 
al and are true to Him, “but 
in works they deny Him.” 
And Paul tells us that “if we 
deny him, he also will deny 
us.” This of itself ought to 
make us more carefui to be 
loyal to Him at all times and 
in all places. 

Saul was rejected from 
being king because of his dis- 
loyalty to God. But even 
when Samuel went’ to him 
and told him of his wrong he 
denied it and insisted that he 
had fulfilled the command- 
ment of the Lord. Even aft- 
er Samuel had expostulated 
with him he still insisted that 
he had performed the com- 
mandment of the Lord. It 
was not until Samuel declar- 


ed that rebellion was a sin 
worthy of death that the king

The Church of God stands 
against the use of tobacco in 
any form by its members, and 
yet it has often been said by 
true noble men that “tobacco 
gives us more trouble than 
whiskey” because our mem- 
bers so often have used it 
and lied about it. As it was 
in the time of the Apostles so 
itis now. Men have crept 
in unawares (Jude 4) right 
over the careful explanation 
of the preacher when he stat- 
edthat none were wanted that 
used tobacco, belonged to 
lodges, or had more than one 
living companion. 

I trust the time is nea: at 
hand when the Spirit of God 
will so illuminate the Church 
of God and her laws that all 
men will see that when they 
are disloyal to it they are dis- 
loyal to Christ, for the 
Church of God is the body 
of Christ. (Eph. 1:22,23.) 
The Church stands for a clean 
life. No whiskey, no tobacco, 
no snuff, no fornication, no 
adultery,no lodges,no profan- 
ity, no medicine, no simple 
remedies, no lying, no steal- 
ing, no deceivings, but hones- 
ty, uprightness in every re- 
spect and fidelity (not infidel- 
ity) or loyalty to Christ who 
is its head. 


If this way is too close for 
you then hunt up your crowd. 
I know of thousands that are 
going this clean way and we 
will not be lonely without 


those who will not be clean. 
We never expect to compro- 
mise in order to gain innumb- 
er, but the thousands are com- 








They 
want to get in touch with the 
people that stand for the right 


promise. 


No doubt there are some 
going about over the world 
that try to identify themselves 
with us that are soaked and 
besineared with false doctrine 
and filth of various kinds, but 
sooner or later they will run 
their race and be exposed 
before God and the people. 
If you hear a man preaching 
that people receive the Holy 
Ghost with out speaking in 
tongues you can set it down 
in your day book that he is 
not ourman unless he has 
turned traitor and has not yet 
been apprehended. If you 
hear one say he belongs to 
the Church of God and uses 
tobacco, or is a member of 
a lodge, or opposes baptism 
by immersion, or feet wash- 
ing, or sanctification as a def- 
inite experience subsequent 
t- conversion and previous 
to the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost you can set it down 
that he is not our man unless 
he has departed from the 
faith and has not yet been 
overtaken. If you find one 
teaching the ‘“‘no hell’ doc- 
trine, or “second probation” 
theory, or that people are not 
“born ofGod” or*‘born again,” 
or that the resurrection is past, 
or that a man can marry as 
many wives as he wants to 
so he has a divoce from the 
first, you can go to the store 
and purchase a book and 
pencil and make a good long 
note of that man (Isa. 30:8-13, 
and 2 Thes. 3:14-15.) and take 
a little time to pray for him if 
you think he has not passed 
the day of redemption, for he 
is either deceived or willfuly 
disobedient. Such a person 
is not loyal to Christ nor is 
he loyal to the Church the 
body of Christ.

The Christian’s pathway 
“shines more and more unto 
the perfect day.” There is 
no standstill. It is forward or 
backward. The moment we 
cease to go forward we begin 
to loose ground. 

But this growth is the result 
of personal activity. The com- 
mand is ‘But grown in grace 
and in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” We 
might say how can | grow, or 
how can I increase in that 
which God alone can work 
and produce in me? If He 
has pui love, purity and 
knowledge and power in me, 
how can I increase or multi- 
ply the fruits and powers of 
the same? We answer by 
getting rid of all the hinder- 
ances to them, so far as pos- 
sible, and by giving full play 
to their development in_ the 
heart and life. Thisinvolves 
faith in God’s infallible Word 
and obedeince to His Com- 
mands. 

We notice some commands 
that must be regarded if we 
grow in grace. 1. ‘Be holy 
in all mannerof conversation.” 
This state is mantained by 
living continually under the 
blood of cleansing, and is not 
accidental, but the soul pur- 
posely, intentionally, holds on 
to the experience of purity. 
This 1s the necessary condi- 
tion to the growing of grace. 
Any impurity hinders the 
growth and even destroys 
life. 

2. “Be vigilant’—watch- 
ful. How necessary that we 
set a watch upon our lips, and 
indeed, in every direction 
that nothing approach that 
would disturb our peace or 
hinder our progress in the 
spiritual life. One who grows 
in grace is necessarily a 
watchfu! person, lest Satan 
get the advantage and des- 
troy that which God is doing 
within. 

3. Stand firm in all the 
trials. There are manytrials, 
but steady, continued, prog- 
ress and growth in grace 
means victory over them all, 
a steadfast standing under 
all things. To the one who 
is up today and down tomor- 
row, growth and increase in 
the things of the spirit is 1n- 
deed slow, if at all. 

4. “Have fervent charity 
among yourselves.” A warm- 
hearted, sunny disposition to 
all, and under all circum- 
stances is the surroundings of 
the fruits, graces and gifts of 
the Spirit. They could no 

more thrive in a crabid cross 


disposition, than fruits and 
flowers in the cold winter 
winds. 

5. “Casting all your care 
upon Him.” The life of the 
Christian is as dependent on 
God, as the flower and fruit 
the vine. To lean upon Him 
all the way, trusting to Him 
for all needs is essential to 
growth and advancement in 
this way. Life, and life more 
abundant can come from no 
other source. How we move 
forward as we trust Him, and 
are centered in Him as our 
very life. 

6. Jesus has left us an ex- 
ample and we are command- 
ed to follow in His footsteps. 
We are to possess His spirit. 
Be imitators of Him in word, 
and waik, whatever is not for 
His glory, and whatever is 
notin harmony with His 
word should be cast off at 
once sn order that the devel- 
opment of the soul in fruits, 
graces and gifts of the spirit 
may be rapid and substantial. 

If we follow Him here as 
we should the time is coming 
when we shall appear with 
Him in glory and see Him as 


with Him and reign forever. 
The more spiritual develop- 
ment and growth we have be- 
fore going to meet the Lord, 
the greater will be the cap- 
acity for taking in the glories 
of the Kingdom and glorify- 
ing the King forever.
